SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Hochsaison is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording is mostly a collection of loosely related scenes of explicit sexual 
activity between males and females, with some female to female activity. The video 
recording is concluded by trailers for Wara films. 

In one scene the video recording depicts a female in a school uniform receiving tuition 
from an older male before the two engage in sexual activity. The focus is on the youth 
of the female through her dress, the props, and her mannerisms. Another scene 
depicts two females in tribal dress being accosted by an armed male, and then 
engaged in sexual activity. A third scene presents a male urinating onto a female, 
juxtaposed with sexual activity. The activities are presented as viable sexual practices 
for the purpose of sexual titillation. Because the publication presents these activities 
for sexual titillation the publication is considered to promote and support the activities, 
namely: the exploitation of a young person for sexual purposes; the use of coercion to 
compel persons to submit to sexual conduct; and the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation 
to the publication. Because the video recording promotes and supports the activities 
described above it falls within s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with si 4 of the NZBR 
Act. The publication is therefore deemed objectionable unless the scenes involving 
the exploitation of a young person for sexual purposes, the use of coercion to compel 
persons to submit to sexual conduct, and the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct are removed. Accordingly, three excisions have been offered to the owner 
but they have failed to respond within the specified period (excision notice lapsed). 
The publication in its present state is therefore deemed objectionable. 
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
